(a) That the scholarships be allocated as follows:—

SENIOR VIOLIN .$100.00 

(b) That the scholarships be open to ali competitors who have bona fide resi- 
dence in Lincoln County at least one year prior to date of competition. 

(c) That the scholarships be awarded to competitors shovving unmistakable 
talent in their respective classes. High rnarks shall not necessarily deter- 
mine the winner. The decision of the adjudicator to be final and binding. 
Scholarships may be witheld if performances lack required merit. 

(d) In the čase of tie, the ruling of the adjudicator to be the deciding factor. 

(e) In the event o such scholarships being extended beyond the current contest 
(1946) winners will be automatically excluded from participation in ali future 
scholarship awards. 

(f) Scholarships shall be tenable in a duly recognized Conservatory of Musič, or 
College, or a private instructor of unquestioned ability and reputation. Ali 
of which shall be subject to the approval of the said St. Catharines Lions 
Club. 

(g) Winners to appear before the Club and to present a program at the con- 
clusion of their term. 

(h) Scholarships to be paid direct to the chosen institution or teacher, and not 
to individual competitors. 

NOTE: If a Contestant is awarded the Lions’ Club Scholarship in Piano, Vocal 

or Violin, he or she will not be eligible to receive the Scholarship for the same 

Section as given by the Lincoln County Musič Association. 

A Contestant is eligible only to receive one Scholarship in the Speech 

Arts Section. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 

WORKING MANAGEMENT: 

1. This Festival shall be known as the Lincoln Countv Spring Musical 

Festival. 

2. The Festival shall be held in St. Catharines during the month of May. 

3. Ali questions and inquiries arising from the rules and regulations 
shall be referred to the Rules and Regulations Committee. 


ELIGIBILITY- -DEFINITICNS: 

4. In ali classes for Church Choirs paid singers may take part, provided 
they are bona fide members of such choirs. Ali other classes shall be open to 
amateurs only. An amateur shall be any person whose principal means of liveli- 
hood is from non-musical work and provided that he or she does not receive 
more than one hundred and fifty dollars ($150.00) per annum from ali musical 
sources. 

5. In Orchestral and Choral classes, individuals must be bona fide mem¬ 
bers of the organization, but entries in these classes may have been prepared by 
a non-member of the organization who will be permitted to conduct at the 
Festival. 


6. Contestants of age sixteen years (16 years) and under shall be consi- 
dered as “Juniors.” 

7. Where there is an age limit, such age shall be as of the first dav of 

the Festival. 

8. Contestants in the Oratorio and Operatic sections shall be eligible for 
Championship trophies. 

9. One contestant shall be permitted to perform more than once in any 
ensemble class. 

10. For organ competition, it is recommended that a three-manual or¬ 
gan having at least three general pistons be used, and that each contestant in 
the organ classes shall be given an opportunity of one hour’s rehearsal at the 
plače of competition. 


TEST PIECES: 

11 . Ali contestants MUST use the edition of mušic specified in the official 
Syllabus. and ali numbers MUST be performed in the key of such edition unless 
otherv/ise specified in the official Syllabus. The Chairman of the Rules and 
Regulations Committee (or any one delegated by that Chairman) shall be em- 
powered to disqualitfy any contestant who violates this regulation. 

12. In Instrumenta! classes, repeats are NOT to be played unless other- 
wise specified in the official Syllabus. Take second endings. 

13. Choral numbers MUST be sung with piano accompaniment (except 
Church Choirs) unless otherwise specified in the official Syllabus. 

14. Vocal numbers shall be sung in English unless otherwise specified in 
the official Syllabus. 

15. Ali solo numbers MUST be performed from memory. 

ENTRIES: 

16. Ali entries MUST be mailed absolutely not later than MARCH 15th, 
1946 to the Secretary, Miss Dorothy Patterson, 180 Russell Avenue, St. Catharines. 
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17. Entry fees MUST accompany the official Entry Form. If any contes- 
tant is participating in more than one class a separate Entry Form for each 
class is required. Postage stamps to cover any entry fee are not accepted. Addi- 
tional Entry Forma may be had on request. 

18. No entry fee will be refunded. 

19. The decisions of the adjudicators are final. Each contestant shall 
sign, on the entry form, an agreement both to this effect and also that he or 
she will conform to these Rules and Regulations. 

20. THE COMMITTEE RESERVES THE RIGHT TO REFUSE ANY 

ENTRY. 


21. If desired, the Services of an official accompanist may be obtained 
at the fee of fifty cents (50c) additional to the entry fee. 

22. Accompanists’ fees shall be paid at the time of entry or at the Secre- 
tary’s desk prior to he rendition. 


PROGRAMME PROCEDURE: 

23. Programs will be sent to ali contestants at least one week previous 
to the Festival, stating the time and plače of ali classes at which they are ex- 
pected to compete. 

24. Tickets sent to contestants are NOT transferable and are fqr the use 
of the contestants ONLY. 

25. Elimination contests may be held in classes where the number of 
entries vvarrants such contests. 

26. Performances may be stopped at any time when an adjudicator’s 
judgrnent has been formed. 

27. Each contestant shall receive a duplicate copy of the adjudicator’s 
remarks immediately following the close of the class. 

28. No communication may be made with the adjudicator, except through 
the appointed official. 

29. Teachers of competitiors and competitiors are FORBIDDEN to enter- 
tain adjudicators in any way until after the close of the Festival. 

30. Protests will be considered ONLY when presented in writing to the 
Committee in charge, or to the Presiding Officer within thirty (30) minutes 
after the adjudicator has announced his decision. 


AWARDS — TROPHIES: 

31. There shall be awards of “First Plače” Certificates and “Second 
Plače” Certificates provided 80% is obtained. Ali other contestants who receive 
at least eighty per cent. (80%) shall receive certificates of merit. Ali certificates 
shall be signed by the adjudicator. 

32. Only one gold medal award is made in each solo class. Such award 
shall be made t 0 the highest contestant in the class, vvhich contestant must ob- 
tain at least eighty per cent. (80%.) 

33. Trophy, medal awards and certificates will be vvitheld unless at least 
eighty per cent. (80%) is obtained. 

34. Ali trophies are challenge trophies. Winners of such hold them for 
one year ONLY. Ali trophies must be returned by the holders to the Agricul- 
tural Office, St. Catharines, not later than March 31 of the year succeeding that 
in which they were won.
